| tle ranch in the Northwest announced 
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Alberta Oat Production. 

In a recent issue of the Winnipeg 
Commercial apipeared the following 
article ‘dealing with the problem of 
oat raising in Alberta; 


Northern Alberta has vecome fam~- 
ous of recent years for the large yield 
of oats obtained by the farmers ef 
that region. The auality of Alberta 
oats is also remarkably fine. The crop 
of last year was an enormous one, and 
as oat prices have ruled exceptionally 
high for some time, the crop has prev- 
ed very profitab'’e to the farmers. In 
this issue of the Commercial we re- 
produce a photograph of a Northern 
Alberta oat field, which is said to have 
returned 100 bushels per acre, and we 
do not think any one who looks at the 
engraving will douvt the assertion. In 
fact 100 bushel crops were quite fre- 
quently reported last fall. 

The section which has become fam- 
cus for these splendid crops of oats Is 
sometimes called the Edmonton dis- 
trict, after the chief town of the re- 
gion. Unlike the southern part of the 
territory of Alberta, irrigation 1s not 
at all necessary in the north. No irri- 
gation work has been undertaken in 
this part of the territory. There is. a 
large area of fine agricultural land in 
Northern Alberta available for settle- 
ment. During the last few years set- 
tlers have been coming in fast and in 
the immediate future the production | 
of the district is expected to be enor- ! 
mously increased. 

Oats have been the principal cropin 
Northern Alberta. The farmers found | 
this crop to do so well, that they have 
given it special attention, with the re- ;

However, it has 
been working better of late. 

“The population of Dawson City is 
now} about 8,000. Ait dne time it 
was nearly 50,000. That was during 
the) boom and of course could not 
confiinue. Now, fiowever, conditiony 
are normal and the increase that 
wili take place in the population in 
the future will be of a permanent 
nature.” 

Asked as to whether or not the re- 
port that the Yukon was to be in- 
vaded by malcontents from Ameri- 
can territory, had caused any ex- 
citement, he replied that he was 
not disturbed by the reports. He said 
that they were largeiy the creation 
of sensational newspapers; The 
only foundation they had was in the 
organization of youvg men wha 
banded themselves together for the 
Lurpose of raising money. They did 
some loud talking and raised some 
money, but found other uses for it 
than in organizing an expedition to 
invade Canada. 

He declined to express any opinion 
regarding the gold concessipins. The 
ofiicial papers regarding them had 
not reached Dawson City before he 
left for the east, but he understood 
that certain claims that had revert- 
ed to the government had been 
granted to a company in considera- 
tion for supplying water to the Bon- 
anza Creek claims for gold washing 
purposes. 

Mr. Ross is now on his way to Ot- 
tawa to endeavor to secure an in- 
creased grant for the Yukon, for, he 
says, there are some public works 
such as the construction of roads that 
are urgently needed.

Edmonton Fur Notes. 


Commercial. 

McDougall & Secord, of Edmonton, 
who are very largely interested in the 
fur trade of the Northwest, wrote as 
follows to the Fur Trade Review, of 
New York, a short time ago, as to 
conditions in their district; 

Sir,—The following remarks, as to 
the probable catch of furs in this dis- 
trict, and in the northern districts of 
the Mackenzie, Athabasca and Peace 
rivers during the seasoa now entered 
on, may, we hope, be of interest to 
you and your readers. 

As we foretcld at this time last 
year, and as the offerings of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company at the forthcom- 
ing January and March sales show, 
the catch of last season was below the 
average in most lines, and, so far as 
we can judge at present, this season 
will not show any improvement. 
Locally, we have nothing except 
muskrats; every lake is alive with 
them, but prices being low, Indians 
are not so keem to hunt them, asithey 
otherwise would be. 

It may be considered as a certainty, 
we think, that the amount of furs 
that will be shipped out from the 
north this season, will not exceed, if 
it equals, last year’s catch. It is to 
be hoped that the shortage may so in- 
fluence prices as to equalize matters. 

Prices here, owing to keen competi- 
tion, are fully as high as those paid 
in New York. 

As has been the case in the older 
settled parts of America, the beaver is 
being rapidly and surely exterminat- 
ed, and unless some measure of pro- 
tection be afforded them, it will only 
be a matter of a few years when! they 
will become extinct. 

Our government does not, as yet, 
seem awake to this fact. The enact- 
ment of laws to prevent Indians kill- 
ing them is of no use, as they cannot 
be enforced over such a great extent 
of country as this; the only way to 
stop the slaughter is to stop the ex- 
port, then the Indians would only kill 
for food. Hunting beaver in winter is 
hard labor, and an Indian would not 
break a beaver lodge for the sake of 
their meat alone, unless compelled by 
hunger. At present, however, the 
killing of the golden geese goes on. 

This northern country is now the 
last great fur preserve of America, 
and its area is being quickly reduced 
by the advance of settlement and civi- 
lization, so the preservation of fur- 
bearing animals becomes a matter of 
great importance, and the killing of 
them out of season, or, as in thetase 
of beaver, to the point of extermina- 
tion, is a wasteful extravaigance, if not 
a crime.

Closed for lack of Wheat. 


Saturday’s Vree Press; In a couple 
of days the Laks of the Woods Mill- 
ing Co’s big mili at Keewatin will 
close down until such times as enough 
wheat bas accuiulated there fo per- 
mit the mill to run at full capacity. 
Mr. G. V. Hastings, general manager 
of the company, speaking to a report- 
er of the Free Press, in explaining the 
reason for closing said; 

“The rill will be run until we have 
filled our present orders and will then 
be! closed. down. to allow wheat to ac- 
cumulate. We are not getting suf- 
ficient wheat at present from ~ the 
country to allow, our running at full 
capacity.” 

“T learn. from the C. P. R.,’” said'the 
reporter, “that you are getting 20 cars 
of wheat a day, Mr. Hastings. Is 
that correct ?” 

“We can not get enough to keep our 
big mill going,” said Mr. Hastings, 
“and probably the C. P. R. do not 
realize the quantity of wheat we re- 
quire. I can not say just how long 
the mill will be closed. It may be 
only for a week; it may bbe longer, 
but that is how the matter stands.”

ment; to be given authority to manu- 
facture, acquire and use electricity for 
motor and other purposes and to dis- 
pose of surplus electricity; to improve 
its landed properties by means of ir- 
rigation and otherwise; to establish 
parks and pleasure grounds on 
lands; to aid and facilitate in such 
manner as they may deem advisable 
the actual settlements of the lands of 
the company and assist settlers upon 
such lands and generally for securing 
the company in connection with its 
lands and powers of irrigation and 
other, purposes. 

The bill also asks for certain rail- 
way powers of comparatively unim+ 
portant character.

The Remount Question. 


From the Farmer’s Advocate; The 
ventilation of the scandal regarding 
the purchasing of army remounts for 
the motherland, which took place re- 
cently in the British House of Com- 
mons, may be preductive of good to 
Canada. Durirg the discussion, Sec- 
retary of War Broderick stated that 
446,088 horses had been purchased, of 
which 77,101 came from the United 
States, and 11,364 from Canada. It 
will at once be noticed what a small 
percentage of those horses came from 
Canada, and of that number only a 
few thousand came from Western 
Canada. Only a short time ago the 
“Advocate” chronicled the statement 
of Mr. J. D. McGregor, of Brandon, 
descriptive of the class of Montana 
vtock he saw being purchased for the 
iBritish army, mere cayuses at $40 
apiece, for which no veterinary ex- 
amination was held. In marked con- 
trast was the purchase and stringent 
examination of what few were bought 
by Col. Dent in the west. The Euro- 
pean purchases seem to have been an 
opportunity for a rich dip into a 
British treasury, and, from informa- 
tion. the writer has at first hand from 
a prominent Chicago veterinarian, the 
same has been the case to the south 
of us. That gemtleman was offered 
the job of inspecting and passing a 
large number of these horses (of course 
they were all to pass), but refused, as 
it was a job which savored strongly 
of crookedness. He had witnessed a 
large number of such horses passed 
some time before, and, while not ex- 
pressing any sorrow, said “it was a 
fat thing for the contractors, and a 
big steal from the British govern; 
ment !”

The Deering Co. has 
decided to locate a factory in Canada 
this year, and no place offers for it 
quite; the inducements that cam jbs 
obtained at Fort William. 

With the development by the town 
of the power at Kakabeka Falls, Fort 
William will have the cheapest power 
to offer in Canada for it will besold at 
the actual cost of production. 

To-day a special train was run out 
to the falls, carrying Mr. Kennedy and 
a party of citizens, and to-night the 
council will meet in special session to 
confer with him. It is conceded that 
Fort William is strictly in the race 
for the location of the big plant.

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Medicine Hat Gas Well. 


Medicine Hat News; A very peculiar 
thing happened at the natural gaps 
well at the waterworks yesterday, 
which makes us wonder what we have 
under Medicine Hat. Half-a-disozen 
times since last fall the well has chok- 
ed, and on being relieved the pressure 
cut quantities of mud: 
After one of these belchings the well 
would settle down to business and run 
along for another week or twe before 
a similar occurrence. Tuesday night 
at two o'clock the weil plugged up, 
and on the cap being taken off three 
stones as large 4s your fist were taken 
out. Underneath there was a larga 
stone wedged in the 45-8 inch pipa. 


| When this was chiselled out the gas 
; weil ejected an accumulation of mud, 


and the pressure at once arose. This 
large stone weighed 6 1-2 Iks. and with 
the smaller ones 91-2 ibs. The stone 
is a piece of conglomerate in which 
are embedded fossil shelis. The tength 
of 45-8 inch casing in the well is over 
600 feet,. and the strength of the pres- 
sure can be guaged by the fact that 
this targe stone was lifted to the top 
and wedged there. Since the middle 
of last September, about one carload 
of coal has been used at the power 
house, the gas well furnishing the fuel 
the balance of the time.

VERMILION. 


(Special Correspondence.) 

The packet starts to-morrow for 
civilization; this being the first mail 
im five months. 

Vermilion continues to advance and 
thrive in spite of drawbacks. 


The early, heavy and _ continuous 
rains retarded the ripening of the 
wheat so that all but the early sown 
grain was caught by the heavy frost 
of the 2ist Aug. 

We have two threshers now, one @ 
sweep machine belonging to the R. C. 
mission, the other a large steam 
thresher owned by Sheridan Lawrence. 

There was threshed this year about 
11,000 bushels of grain, the greater 
part being wheat. A large amount 
of frozen wheat was fed to stock thus 
reducing the yield considerably. There 
is quite a lot of new land broken {and 
cearly all of the fall plowing done so 
that we may reasonably expect good 
crops next year. F 

The fall was warm and open uotil 
the ist of November when snow fell 
which stayed on the ground. Now the 
snow is 21-2 feet deep. 

The winter has been remarkably 
open and mild and Indians are doing 
very well with their hunting and trap- 
ping. Fur is plentiful, and trade quite 
brisk. A lively interest is kept wp in 
fur-buyirg, compelititiom being quite 
keen between the H. B. Co. and Fred 
Brick. 

Several new buildings are being 
erected this year, the most important 
being F. Brick’s crew. store. 

The outside of the new Catholic 
church is completed with its large 
bell looks quite up-to-date, a credit to 
the efforts of Rev. Father Joussard 
through whose untiring efiforts this 
mission is in a flourishing condition 
and largely self-supporting. 

The work of the sisters of charity is 
much appreciated here and they have 
a large school at present. 

The new waterpower grist mill built 
by the R. C. mission is about ready 
for action. The intention is to adda 
saw mill, planer and shingle milf this 
year. The machinery for this is on 
the way. j 

We have churches, schools, mills, 
stores, farms and ranches but no post 
office. 

Two large timber wolves have been 
banging around all winter and have 
already killed several] colts, calves and 
hogs. They seem to be careful not to 
get caught napping, always turning 
up where ieast expected. 

A Christmas tree entertainment was 
held at the.C. M. S. mission, on Dec. 
24th, which was exceedingly well at- 
tended, one hundred and twenty-five 
people being present. The school room 
was tastefully decorated by the joint 
efforts of the school master, Mr. 
Benj. Dakota, and Robt. Jones, of the 
settlement, who deserve great credit 
for the success they achieved in this 
direction. The first item on the pro- 
gramme was, refreshments, an import- 
ant and much appreciated part of the 
evening’s proceedings, and was follow- 
ed by the usual range of songs, reci- 
tations, dialogues, etc. The most not- 
able feature, and also the last, of this 
part’ of the entertainment was “a 
flag drill by the sckoo! children, a 
most creditable performance, for 
which excellent music was provided 
by F. Parker, violin, and Miss White, 
organ. Then followed the dismantling 
of a gorgeous Christmas tree, literally 
crowded with good things, The lJat- 
ter being almost entirely the gift of 
the Rev. Malcolm Scott, now of West- 
bourne, Man., who has evidently not 
permitted either time or distance, or 
the difficulty of transportation in the 
far north, to prevent him from re- 
membering his old and young friends 
in Vermilion in the most substantial 
way. The distribution of presents was 
made by A. Parker, who made an ad- 
mirable Senta Claus. The evening's 
proceedings were brought to a close 
by a few appropriate remarks from 
the chairman, Mr. White, and by. a 
hearty vote of thanks, and three yet 
heartier cheers for the kind donor of 
the Christmas tree. 

The last item was 
King.” 

A footbali match took place on New 
Year’s day, the ground, or rather the 
snow, having been previously rolled 
for the purpose.

Death of Mrs. Mueller. 


Winnipeg Trioune; The city police 
department has never relaxed its ef- 
forts in connection with the clearing 
up of the mystery surrounding the 
death of Mrs. Mmeller. ‘An, anony- 
mous communication reached - the 
hands of the police which contained, if 
true, evidence that would lead to the 
conclusion that Mrs. Mueller was 
murdered. The writer says; 

“At 12315 o’clock I was passing down 
Princess street, and I came across a 
lady and gentleman talking ou a cross- 
ing not far from the C. P. R. track. I 
thought it funny that a man and a 
woman shouli be on the street at that 
time of night, so 1 went up about two 
blocks and came hack, and thought I 
would pass and have a look at them; 
but on seeing me they turned and 
walked down a side street to the west. 
I went on about rgy business, and on 
returning down the same street at 
12.15, and about a block from the 
track, I saw a man cross the road from 
the west side of Princess street carry- 
ing something in his arms. He did 
not see me coming, for he stopped and 
put something on the track, and then 
disappeared to the east. 

“On coming up I saiv a body of a jwio- 
man on the track, and seeing that she 
was dead I struck off, for I did not 
wunt to be seen around there for fear 
that I would get mixed up in the 
scrape. 

“IT can give a good description of the 
man, if required, and he was no stran- 
ger to Mrs. Mueller either. I did not 
intend 10 say anything about it, but 
I was unable to sleep for thinking 
about it; so I thought I would let you 
know, and if you want to know any 
more you can answer through your 
paper.” 

There is no nume attached to the 
communication, and it is simply sign- 
ed “Eye Witness.”
